WEATHER HINTS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :'— 

The weather we want now is mild and dry 
for the breeding season. Much cold 
interferes with the fertility of eggs, and 
makes it gi to rear the chicks. 
What is called ' ” weather is very 
helpful, and a g start with hatching 
is very dependent on pooner Ma: conditions. 
Still we must go ahead, no matter what 
the weather is, and the operations of 
the poultry-keeper nowadays can over- 
come many difficulties by up-to-date 
management. Breeding pens should be 
well protected from cold winds, eggs for 
setting should be ‘gathered often, and 
kept in a proper place, Broody hens 
that are to be used should have nests 
of hay in comfortable sheds, and every 
precaution should be taken to keep the 
chickens from chills, as they hatch out, 
and they should be housed in dry sheds 


on dry litter.

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
MISCELLANEOUS GOODS. 


BUILDER CHARGED WITH 


ILLEGAL POSSESSION. 


(BEFORE MR. O’SULLIVAN.) 

Lawrence Curtis, Phibsborough avenue, a 
| middle-aged man, described as a builder, 
was remanded in custody until Wednesday, 
charged with the illegal possession of 
miscellaneous goods, including 126 bars of 
soap, seven knives, five forks, a fiinger- 
tongs, four pairs of spectacles, two electric 
bed-warmers, two electric globe-hangers, an 
electric water-heater, twelve rubber erasers, 
four door-mats, and a few other articles. 
He was also ‘charged with breaking and 
entering the shop of Thomas Wade, 15 
Berkeley road, last Friday night. 

Evidence having been given by Mr. Wade 
that his preisises were entered ‘by someone, 
who smashed a pane of glass in a window at 
the rear. Guard 85D told how he caught 
the defendant in the shop with a packet of 
tea in his arms. 

Bergeant Power said that, on searching 
the defendant's house, he found all the pro- 
perty mentioned in the charge sheet. He 
also found thirteen pawn tickets and two 
dozen keys, twelve of them skeleton keys.

message to bring to the present and future 
generations, but this depends to a big degree 
on the manner in which it has been dis. 
covered. Unfortunately, many amateurs have 
set out to explore ground on which it is be. 
lieved that some old Irish treasure lies 
hidden, and in t ancient 
objects have been destroyed or robbed 
of their significance, have said 
the significance of an object dep::ds on the 
manner in which it is found. By this 1 mean 
that, when an article is discovered by some 
person who has experience in this business 
the surroundings of the object are taken into 
consideration, and in this way archeologists’ 
can discover approximately when it was’ 
buried and to what age it belongs. in the 
case of. the amateur all these details are 
overlooked, and the ** tind ye is taken up, its 
“ bed ” destroyed, and thus the article loses 
all its real value. Many treasures to the 
Irish race have been fost in this way. in 
Co. Antrim there was a habitation site of the 
late Iron Age. Here a man was in the habit 
of having his mid-day lunch while at work 
in the fields, and on one occasion he decided 
to explore it. He came on a collection of 
antiques, but he had upset the site so much 
that the collection was i.ndered almost 


oseiess. 
A STRANGE COMPACT. 

Again, in 1849 or 1850—-the early days of 
archwology in Ilreland—therce was a place 
called Dunhill, Co, Kilkenny, on which stood 
an old fort. The farmer on whose lands it 
stood decided to have it cleared away, and 
employed Jabourers on the understanding that 
their only wages were to be “ that they kept 
all the bones they dug up.” The offer not 
only seemed to appeal to the labourers, but 
filed their minds with an idea by which they 
might make the job pay by means of inven- 
tion and manufacture. Hearing of what was 
being done, two persons interested in 
archeology in Kilkenny went to the site, 
s- 1 came to an agreement with the labourers 
to purchase all the articles they found. ‘The 
men continued their work of demolition, 
carefully. laying aside all the bones and 
other articles. When the archeologists came 
back they purchased all the objects for the 
Royal Society of Antiquaries in Ireland, but 
it was found later that some of the “ finds,”’ 
such as knives, etc., had been manufactured 
hy the men ‘The collection is now housed in 
the National Museam with the other collec- 
tions of the Society. It includes two Ogham 
stones, which were smashed, but have been 
put together, This was only possible because 
they are of limestone, and the ground at 
Dunhill was clay. i 

These two examples show the destruction 
which can be caused by amateurs, but there 
is something more to be said, and that is 
that such pecple should banish from their 
minds any idea that they may find some great 
treasures by exploring land. 

This idea is cutirely wrong. It is true that 
in the olden days it was customary to bury 
treasures with the dead, but, on the other 
hand. there were places in which nothing 
was buried save the urn containing the 
ashes of “he person interred. These places 
had been known for cenerations, and at the 
when the old relizion went and the new 

religion came, thieves, who from tradition 
knew all these places and what exactly was 
in them, went te the mounds. ¢ontaining 
valuables, and plundered, them, leaving un- 
touched only those which contained articles 
of no monetary value, | 

There is not in Ireland at present any 
mound of monetary value which kas not been 
vifled in the days gone by. Any gold which 
has been discovered has been found in bogs 
Ly turf diggers, and not as the result of 
excavating mounds. There is at present in 
the National Museum one of the finest 
collections of gold in Europe, outside Athens, 
It was collected by the Royal Irish Academy 
100 years ago, when it was discovered by 
acc. dent. 

Among the causes of helping to destroy 
remains at the present day. are loss of old 
reverence, which is miscalled superstition; 
and engineering works, such as road making, 
reservoirs, etc., all of which make for destruc- 
tion of these archeological] objects. In some 
en destruction 
must be done, a record of the object should 
h® preserved. To those who do not really 
understand the importance attached to such 
objects of national interest, 1 may be per- 
mitted to point out that even an old Georgian 
teaspoon sold out of the country represents a 
national loss which is not compensated for by 
ihe few shillings that are paid to the vendor. 


THE ANCIENT MONUMENTS ACT.

‘ommissions were set up to Or “ir such 
‘urveys of England, Scotland and Wales, but 
or some reason, not yet clearly understood, 
ireland was left out of this scheme. It % 
sow up to the Government to see that this 
work 1s carried out. 

In conclusion 1 should like to remind all 
those on whose lands there may be some 
object of national interest that under the 
\ct of 1930 the Commissioners will undertake 
is guardianship and undertake its, main- 
‘onance. This does not mean that such place 
will immediately become public property, but 
the owner will still reserve his rights to 
fuse admission to the general publi, and 
charge an admission fee. ‘She Act, too, 
orbids the excavation on any land for the 
purpose of archwological exploration, except 
onder a licence from the Commissioners of 
Public Works.

In addition, 
the number of pigs in the Irish Free State re- 
turned at the June, 1930, census, was 11 per 
cent. greater than m 1929—indicating the 
tikelihood of increased supplies during the 
coming months, although ‘it is difficult to es- 
timate whether these will be directed to 
the bacon or the pork trade. 

Imports of bacon into the United King- 
dom in 1930 were the largest ever recorded, 
the figure of 9,191,277 cwts. being 11 per 
cent, greater than in 1929 and about 4 per 
cent. above the 1928 total, which was the 
previous highest. :

AGRICULTURAL 
PRICES. 


LOWEST SINCE 1915. 


Prices of nearly all descriptions of agricul- 
tural produce during 1930 were in a down- 
ward direction, and in those months when 
seasonal increases would normally occur, the 
extent of the advances was for the most part 


much less pronounced than in former years. 


Taking the twelve months, as a whole, says 
the Agricultural Market Report, published by 
the British Ministry of Agriculture, prices 
were on average per cent. above those 
ruling in the base years 1911-13, as compared 
with 44 per cent. in 1929 and 47 per cent. 
in 1928, and were, in fact, lower than in any 
year since 1915. While the fall of 10 points 
in the general index number was spread over 
most cú ions of uce, the major 
ion of the drop was ocrasioned by, the 
eavy reductions in grain, potatoes, hay, and 
the declisie in dairy ptóduce and wool. 

The following table illustrates the course

FERTILISERS SLIGHTLY DEARER. 

Fertilisers during 1930 were a trifle dearer 
on averave than in 1929. the general index 
figure being one point higher at 1 per cent. 
above the pre-war level. Nitrate of soda cost 
about 6s. per ton less than in 1929 and 
averaged 10 per cent. under 1911-13, as 
against 7 per cent. in 1929. Sulphate of am- 
monia was about 10s. per ton cheaper at 37 
ner cent. below the level of the base years. 
As regards kainit, basic slag and superphos- 
phate. prices were rather higher on the year, 
and the relative index figures appreciated by 
from one to four points. All these three 
fertilisers were dearer than pre-war. 


FEEDING STUFFS DOWN. 
The steady Cownward movement in feeding 
stuffs prices recorded during 1929 continued 
practically without interruption throughont 
1930. with the result that the general index 
number for the year fell by 43 points to 4 ner 
cent. below the level of the base years 1911- 
13. In 1928 feeding stuffs were 54 per cent. 
and in 1927 39 per cent. dearer than in the 
previous year. All descriptions of feeding 
stuffs contributed to the drop in the index 
number, but the major portion of the fall was 

due to maize, milling offals and oil cakes.

A Good Heating System,

bucket in one makes no dust. 

In addition the stove, contrary to the usual

Historic 
Moore Abbey. 


AMERICAN 
CARDINALS TO 
OCCUPY IT. 


By A Srecrut CORRESPONDENT. 


OORE ABBEY, at Monasterevan, Co. 
Kildare, is to be placed at the dis- 
posal of the visiting Cardinals from 

America to the Eucharistic Congress of 1952 

in Dublin, An invitation to be his guests 

was extended by Count John McCormack 
to those Prelates while on his present sing- 
ing tour in the United States. Any of them 
who can attend the ceremonies have de- 
cided to. accept his hospitality, At present, 
however, the number of them to be in Ire- 
land on the occasion has not been arranged. 

Not only do the residence of Moore Abbey 
and its surroundings occupy a picturesque 
and charming situation, but they possess 
very historic and romantic associations. The 
demesne is adjacent to the junction oí the 
Greater and the Lesser Barrow, the con- 
fluent waters of which course for two miles 
through its well-timbered enclosures, An 
abbey was erected upon the site of the 
existing mansion in the sixth century by 
St. Abban, after whom the neighbouring 
town of Monasterevan was called. , 

The erection of Kildare and Kilcullen in 
the immediate vicinity is due likewise to the 
zeal of monks and nuns, but upon the disso- 
lution of the monasteries the religious houses 
and schools in those places were suppressed. 

The lands of Monasterevan passed into the 
possession of the Loftus family. One of 
them built a home there after the style 
of the former abbey. Lord Moore _ sulse- 
quently acquired the property, which from 
the time of his occupation received its pre- 
sent designation from that nobleman. He 
married a daughter of Adam Loftus, the 
first Lord Ely, who was Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland from 1619 until 1638, when, tpo» 
resigning the Seals and suffering a term of 
imprisonment, he went to live with his 
daughter and son-in-law at Moore Abbey. 

e present Marquis of Drogheda, who 
is descended from that union, lived at his 
ancestral mansion of Moore Abbey until its 
purchase a few years ago by Count McCor- 
mack, Lord Ely, who was a nephew cf Arch- 
hishop Loftus, ancther Lord Chancellor of 
Treland, held with other offices those of 
Master in Chancery and President of the 
Province ef Munster. 

STRAINED RELATIONS. 

Strained relations for a number of vears 
existed between him and Lord Falkland, the 
Lord Deputy of Ireland. Roth conducted their 
quarrels coram populo, King Charles I., in 
erder to restrain the impetuosity of those 
ocenpants of exalted stations in his realms 
and quell a scandal, intervened with a strong 
hand. His Majesty found it necessary to de- 
cide in a large measure against the Chan- 
eellor, who was severely admonished and 
humiliated. In a few years, however, he was 
promoted to the office of Lord Justice, which 
he relinquished upon the appointment of 
Lord Wentworth, the Earl of Strafford. to 
be the Lord Deputy or Viceroy of the King 
in Ireland. Quarrels immediately ensued be- 
tween those functionaries. The Lord Chan- 
cellor was cast into prison upon the flimsy 
pretext of having neglected to make a suit. 
able provision for Lady Gifford, a daughter 
of his, who was remarkable for the beauty 
and grace of her face and figure. It was 
surmised at the time, however, that she was 
| the object of the illicit passion of the Lord 
Deputy, who, with the aid of the Privy 
Council, deposed her father from the Lord 
Chancellorship and had him imprisoned. 

Strafford, for his misconduct in Ireland. 
subsequently was confined in the Tower o/ 
London. Among the articles of his impeach- 
ment was the imprisonment of Lord Ely. 
The cumulative effect of his indictment was 
the transmission of Strafford to the execution 
chamber, where he paid the penalty of a 
long catalogue of crimes against society in 
Ireland and England.

FUNERAL OF DANIEL 
O’CONNELL. 


An ‘unimpaired memory enables Miss Far- 
rell to remember past events of great moment. 
She remembers the widespread sorrow occa- 
sioned by the death of niel O'Connell in 
1843, and remarked that her father and uncle 
both attended the Dublin funeral, She also 
referred to the assassination of the Chief 
Secretary, Lord Cavendish. and Mr. Burke, in 
the Phenix Park on May 6th, 1862. ‘She 
spoke at length on the agrarian troubles of 
ee ‘* eighties” that led to the Land Acts,» 
and remarked the fact that her father suffered 
eviction from his farm outside Rathfarnham 
where she was y ; 

She paid a personal tribute to the Cabinet 
Ministers of the Irish Free State, whom she 
designated as “business men.” Their 
echievemerts were not in her opinion of, 
class easily appreciated by the man in the 
street. Unemployment was a problem that

The Trish Aera Club. 


I see that the Irish Aero Club, which 
has sponsored the development of aviation 
in this country, has just given another 
practical example of its initiative and 
‘‘ go-aheadedness.’’ Following representa- 
tions by the Club, the Free State 
Government now grants air pilots’ 
licences to J.4.C. members who 
qualify as such under the Club’s 
rules. Formerly an air pilot’s licence 
was only granted on the other side, 
and the inconvenience of this pro- 
cedure to Irish airmen need not be pointed 
out. Though the innovation has only been 
effected very recently, I am informed that 
it has given a remarkable stimulus to 
Irish aviation, as the majority | of the 
aviators are most eager to secure the 
Government’s licence. Already six of 
these have been issued—four ‘‘A” 
licences, which are granted to ordinarc 
““ pleasure ’’ flyers, and two “ B” licences. 
which entitle the holder to fly for 
hire. Baldonnell in these days is 
a hive cf activity. as the new asvirrnts 
for air honours are receiving their first 
lessons in the art. 


The Cleanest Citu. 


“Ever since the streets of Dublin re- 
verted to their traditional dirtiness. 
I have listened to many discussions as to 
which is the cleanest city in Europe. It 
seems to be generally agreed that the 
German cities are the cleanest. and that 
Vienna follows them very closely. Munich 
is held to be the cleanest city of the entire 
Continent. Indeed, I have heard it said 
that the refuse seen “a the streets of 
Munich is less than could be accommodated 
in a man’s hand. 

Of British cities the palm seems to go to 
Scotland, to Aberdeen or to Edinburgh. 
Although it is generally conceded that 
immense amounts of money and time are 
expended in the efforts to keep English 
cities and large towns clean. the 
atmosphere and the national indiscipline 
combine to defeat the best-laid plans of 
local authorities. Nevertheless, the in- 
dustrial towns of England, such as 
Leicester. Nottingham or Birmingham, are 
agreed to be well-kept and exceedingly 
attractive to either a visitor or a resident.

THE NET RESULT, 


“The net result is that farmers will put 
less land under the plough; and, oWing to 
the general loss in the working of a great 
many farms, farmerg have, as a conseqence, 
to reduce their working staffs, thus, uníortu- 
nately, adding to the lists of the unemployed. 
In spite of these facts, however, the orga- 
nisation remains in a very sound, flourishing 
condition, financially and numerically. 

“The Fiscal system of the country still 
continues to occupy a very prominent part 
im the public mind. Great though this pro- 
Liem is, stil. no existing party in the country 
to-day can make a complete case for either 
whole hog Protection or Free Trade. The 
only safe thing for fermers to do ih this 
connection is to take the ordinary business- 
like way of tackling the problem and examine 
every single case on its merits when a demand 
1s made ior a tariff. After a very fyll.con- 
sideration of the subject based on economic 
laws, 1 would say that any party ought to 
Le very careful before they put into opera- 
tion a system of general tarifts as a part of 
the national life of the people ; for. there is no 
deubt that when a tariff is imposed, there *s 
the general tendency to raise the cost of the 
article, the subject of the tariff, with a.con- 
sequent hardship to the consumer.

Prohibition and Politics. 


On Tuesday last an expectant United 
States received the report of the 
Wickersham Commission, which was 
appointed by President Hoover, two years 
ago, to study the whole question of pro- 
hibition and its enforcement. The report 
proved to be little more than a hodge-podge 
of conflicting opinions. Certainly it adopted 
an attitude, but, with equal certainty, the 
attitude was unsatisfactory and unconvinc- 
ing; for five of the Commissioners sub- 
mitted minority reports that disagreed 
with the general finding. . A technical 
majority, however, opposed any repeal of 


p bhp * Eiphfeihth Amendment, and recom- 
'| mended that the agencies for law enforce- 


‘ment should be strengthened. The 
publication of the report has helped to pre- 
cipitate a political crisis. President 
Hoover's message to Congress, accompany- 
ing the report, once more renders him the 


United States. Doubts have arisen about 
his loyalty. to. the principle of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, but the message 
leaves no reasonable doubt that, whatever 
the President's opinions may be on the 
subject, for political purposes his face is 
turned against repeal or modification. 
Some people assert, says the Washington 
Correspondent of The Times, and most 
assume, that prohibition will become the 
chief issue in the presidential election of 
1932. Unless another commercial crisis 
distracts the public attention, the 
‘* prosperity "’ cry of two months ago 
may take second place to the contentions 
of “wets” and ‘“‘drys.”’ 

Unbiassed observers, studying the great 
experiment of prohibition, regret that an 
issue of tremendous social importance 
has become identified with party politics. 
This identification has led to a reign of 
rank dishonesty in the United States. 
There are honest men in America, un- 
questionably, who, through an earnest 
belief in prohibition, both vote “ dry ’’ and 
observe the Jaw. There are others— 
perhaps, equally honest—who vote “ wet,’’ 
and follow their principles by an unblush- 
ing disregard of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. On the other hand, a great host 
exists which, voting “ dry ” because pro- 
hibition to a large extent has become 
identified with Republican politics, does not 
hesitate to commune in private with the 
‘bootlegger’s brew.

A 
disturbing incident occurred last Saturday 
at Lansdowne road. In his account of the 
final trial for the selection of the team 
against England our reporter says: - On 
at least three occasions sections of the 
crowd questioned in no uncertain fashion 
the rulings of the referee.’’ Until now 
the réputation of a “ Lansdowne road 
crowd’”’ on big occasions has stood high 
in the world of sport. Until now, indeed, 
“The Man Who Barracked the Referee at 
Lansdowne road ” might have furnished 
Mr. H. M. Bateman with a companion 
picture for “ The Guard Who Dropped 
His Rifle.’ Referees may make mistakes 
—we do not know if mistakes were made 
last Saturday. Recent developments in 
the game—there were forty free kicks in 
the English-Welsh match at Twickenham 
—may have made the referee’s task un- 
duly difficult. There are proper remedies 
for such faults, but no remedies will avail 
against any serious lapse from the spirit 
in which hitherto Rugby football has been 
played and watched. 


Election Forecasts. 


It is held—and with some truth—that 
those who seek to know the future may 
obtain a fair guide to forthc@ming events 
by an analysis of Lioyd’s quotations for 
relevant risks. As much may be claimed 
for the Stock Exchange in the forecasting 
of general elections. Dealing in “ majori- 
ties ’” has recommenced as a result of 
recent developments in the House of 
Commons and throughout the country, and 
the figures at. which the position of the 
parties may be bought are significant. 
Liberal seats to-day may be purchased on 
a basis of 55 per unit, a quotation that, if 
we take into account a selling price on a 
basis of 45, foreshadows a loss of about 
twenty seats. The Socialists are expected 
to lose scme sixty seats, while a Conserva- 
tive representation in a new House of 
Commons of some three hundred and 
twenty members—we take the middle price 
—is anticipated. No doubt, these figures 
will undergo much modification, but there 
seems to be little question that the Stock 
Exchange at the moment confidently hopes 
for an absolute majority of the Ccgiserva- 
tive Party. Such hope cannot be dismissed 
as a mere vague optimism, prompted by 
a wish that is father to a thought. On the 
contrary, members of the Stock Exchange, 
who are Conservatives almost to a man, are 
apt to regard dealing in majorities as some- 
thing of a hedge ta their more regular 
buyings, and Labour ‘seats often are 
purchased so that the depression in stocks 
consequent upon a Labour victory may 
have a compensation. Conversely, Con- 
seryative seats may be sold for the same 
reason, and thus a margin of about a 
hundred between the two parties in favour 
of the Conservatives may be regarded 
politically as the “'bullest ” of “bull” 
points. Every current of rumour and news 
makes its-way across the floor of the 
“House,” and *‘ majority ” quotations re- 
fiect with no small accuracy the sense of 
the British public.

Edward the Martyr. 


Everybody who has seen the grim shell 
of Corfe Castle looming from its eminence 
over the “ isle ” of Purbeck has realised 
its suitability as a background for the 
savageries of other days. The most 
famous historical crime with which it 
has been associated is the murder 
of King Edward the Martyr by his step- 
mother, Elfrida. In 979 the young King 
was stabbed before the Castle gate by 
Elfrida’s order while he was drinking + 
stirrup-cup, and legend attributes to this 
episode the fact that tankards often are 
provided to-day with glass bottoms 
through which the drinker may observe 
what other people are doing. Until now 
much uncertainty has existed concerning 
the fate of Edward’s body, which was 
known to have been buried first at Ware- 
ham privately, and three years later to 
have been taken by the Earl of Mercia to 
the Royal Abbey at Shaftesbury. When, 
however, the King’s tomb was opened in 
1861 it was found to be empty. At last 
light has been thrown on the matter by 
Mr. J. Wilson-Claridge, who owns the 
site of the Abbey. While excavating the 
ruins, he came upon a shallow leaden 
casket under a stone slab, which contained 
part of a skull and other bones of great

DEATH OF MAN WHO 
ORIGINATED IT. 


SON OF IRISH EMIGRANT 


. TO AUSTRALIA, 
—— 


Sir Percy Fitzpatrick, whose death in 
South Africa-is announced by Reuter, was 
well known in Great Britain.. He was 
responsible for the institution of the ‘* two 
minutes’ silence ' on Armistice Day. 

That the idea originally came from Sir 
Percy was acknowledged in a letter he re- 
ceived from Lord Stamfordham on behalf 
of the King in 1920: The letter said: 
“The King, who learns that you are 
shortly returning to South Africa, desires 
me to assure you that he ever gratefully 
remembers that the idea of the two 
minutes’ pause on Armistice Day was due 
to your initiation—a suggestion which was 
readily adopted and carried out with heart- 
felt EE CA Gan throughout the Empire.” 

Sir Percy was in London when he put 
the idea before the late Viscount Milner 
soon after the end of the War. Lord 
Milner conveyed the ‘suggestion to 
authoritative quarters, with the result that. 
it was adopted. i a 

A son of the late Mr. James Coleman 
Fitzpatrick, an = Irish: Catholic from 
Tipperary, who emigrated ‘to South Africa

SOME SUGGESTIONS, 


“The Minister, says the circular, is 
advised that neither the incidence of nor 
the mortality from influenza is at the 

resent moment such as to cause anxiety, 
ut, having regard to the possibility of 
the disease again tecoming epidemic, I am 
‘to impress upon the sanitary authority 
nd their medical officers the necessity of 

king immediate steps with a view to 
dealing with any threatened outbreak of 
the disease in their district. 

It is recommended that the sanitary 
authority, in conjunction with their 
meáic: ' officer of health, should formulate 
a scheme for the organisation and co- 
ordination of all medical, nursing and 
health services available in the district, 
with a view to the fullest advantage being 
derived therefrom in the event of the 


occurrence of an outbreak of influenza. 


In this connection attention may 
drawn to the powers conferred on the 
sanitary authority by Article 13 (1) of the 
Public Health (Infectious Diseases) 
tions, 1929, for the provision of 
medical assistance, which includes 
nursing, for patients suffering from acute 
primary or influenzal pneumonia who are 
in need of such assistance. 

HOSPITAL ACCOMMODATION. 

Consideration should be given -to the 
question of the provision of hospital ac- 
commodation for the treatment of sudden 
or severe cases, and arrangements should 
accordingly be made for the prompt recep- 
tion of persons suffering from influenza.

It should be borne in mind that the 
mildest attacks of the typical influenza 
fever of a few days’ duration may be 
followed by a profound neurasthenia or 
by inflammation of the respiratory and 
renal organs or of the nervous system, and 
even by sudden cardiac failure. Every 
effort should, therefore, be made to avoid 
contracting the disease, and to prevent its 
spread. | 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST SPREAD. 
Influenza is spread directly from person 
to person, and is highly contagious, even 
in the early stages of the disease ; infection 
is conyeyed from the sick to the healthy by 
the secretion’ from the nose, throat and re- 
spiratory tract, which are transmitted 
through the air as a fine spray in coughing, 
sneezing, and even in loud talking. It is, 
therefore, of vital importance that over- 
crowding in places of public resort, or in 
blic conveyances should be avoided.  In- 
eisean can also be carried to the mouth by 
hands which have been soiled by secretions 
from the nose or throat of an infected 
person ; or by the use of a soiled handker- 
ief

MAN CONFESSES TO 
CINEMA CRIME. 


From Revter’s Corresronpenr. 
BERLIN; Sunday. 

‘One of the German murder mystéries 
has been solved. The supposed slayer of 
Herr Schmoller, manager..of a cinema, 
who was killed while a film was being” 
shown in his establishment, has _ sur- 
rendered to the police after the latter had 
been looking in vain for the murderer for 
a fortnight. He is said to have made. 
a confession to the police in Hamburg, 
where Le gave himself up. He is 36 years 
old, and named Franz Koenig. 

Koenig says that he was in love with a 
girl employed in the Mercedes Cinema, 
which was run by Schmoller, and was 
temporarily in the latter's employment. 
According to this confession he bought the 
revolver he used to commit the murder 
from a stranger, and the same evening, 
entering the cinema by an emergency door, 
stole into the manager’s office behind the 
stage, where Schmoller was counting u 
the day’s takings. Shouting ‘‘ Hands 
up!” he rushed into ‘the room, and 
Schmoll-: was so stupified that he offered 


no resistance when Koenig grabbed at the 


money. . 

According to the prisoner’s version, the 
revolver went. off accidentally at that 
moment, as it did a little later, when he 
was about to leaye the room. Koenig says 
that he took the first train from Berlin 
to Hamburg. 


TAXI-DRIVER MURDERED. 

Another murder was committed on the 
Potsdam road Jast night, making the third 
within ten days. 

The police this morning found a taxi- 
driver named Fritz Ponigk lying in a 
ditch with two bullet wounds. in the back 
of his head. His taxi-cab was discovered 
a few miles away. The glass partit‘on 
between the chauffeur’s seat and the 
interior of the cab showed bullet holes, 
but no indication of any robbery. has been 
found, and the day’s takings were also 
untouched in the dead man’s pocket. 

The police believe that the crime was an 
act of revenge on the part of motor car 
thieves.

THE BLACKHEATH 
MURDER. 


POLICE ACTIVITY. 


Over fifty C.1.D. officers and police, .ome 
of whom have not n ¢ bed since the 
discovery at Blackheath of the mutilated 
body of Miss Louisa Mavd Steel, the 18 years’ 
old servant, employed in L.. Road, Biack- 
heath, were still engaged yesterday in the 
search for the murderer. 

Yesterday's inquiries are leading the police 
to the conclusion that the murder took place 
not very far from the spot where the body 
was found, It is cdnsiderc | probable that the 
girl was murdered in a car or in a lonely spot, 
and that the body was carried, or dropped 
from a car, on the spot where it was found. 

The theory that the crime was committed 
by a maniac is gaining strength in the minds 
of the police. (0.1.4). officers have been 
conducting interviews day and night. Yester- 
day they spent a considerable time talking to 
inmates of lodging houses in the Milackheath 
district. Their activities were directed 
particularly to one lodging house, where they 
conducted a thorough search of certain rooms, 
and returned to the police station, with a 
young man, whom they questioned for nearly 
two hours. Later an officer made a further 
visit to the lodging house, and brought back 
certain articles wrapped in a brown paper 
parcel. . 

The police are continuing their search of 
garages and stables in the neighbourhood im 
an effort to trace a small four-cylinder saloon 
ear, which was stolen from South London on 
Tl.ursday, and which, it 1s thought, may have 
been used by the murderer. 

At 2.30 yesterday another man was taken 
te the Blackheath road police station in a 
yolice car, and was questioned for some time. 
He gave the police information that he had 
seen a man resembling the description issued 
hy Scotland Yard on an omnibus in the 
Blackheath district. 

All day Scotland Yard officers and local 
police officers combed the district in an 
attempt to get in touch with two people who 
were said to have been sitting cn a seat on 
Blackheath on the night. of the murder, and 
to have beeu spoken to by a man.

CAPTAIN KILLED.

COAST GUARDS FIRE ON 
FLEEING VESSEL. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Sun. 

A battle between a coast guard cutter 
and the Nova Scotiun rum-runner, 
Josephine K, off the Ambrose Light, at 
the entrance of New York Harbour, was 
revealed to-day. The captain of the 
Josephine K. was killed, and the ship, 
with 100,000 dollars worth of liquor, was 
seized. A barge named Brooklyn and the 
tug, Dauntless No. 6, of Newark, New 
Jersey, were also seized, 

The Josephine K. was sighted by a 
patrol boat alongside the barge, and 
immediately made for the open sea, with 
the coast guards in pursuit. The latter 
fired the customary three rounds of blan« 
shot as a warning, and followed these up 
with five rounds of solid. One of the 
latter shots struck the bridge of the 
Josephine K., wounding Captain Cluett in 
the head. The Josephine K.-then hove 


to. 

Captain Cluett, who died later, and four 
others were taken prisoners. The barge 
and the tug were next captured. Three 
arrests were made. The barge had one 
thousand cases of liquor. Eight men were 
taken in the tug.

FARMERS AND THEIR 
GRIEVANCES. 


CALL FOR PRESSURE ON 
GOVERNMENT. 


-“ 


A public meeting for the purpose of for- 
warding the objects of the Farmers’ Protec- 
tion Association in County Dublin was held 
at Tallaght yesterday. Mr. P. Mooney 
presided. 

A resolution was adopted calling on 
members of the Dail and Senate to put 
pressure on the Government to “relieve the 
present appalling state of agriculture,’’ by 
putting into operation without delay (1) Full 
de-rating of agricultural land; (2) a mora- 
torium of one year on land annuities, and 
(3) An immediate reduction of existing rents 
and annuities. 

Mr. T. McKeogh, Chairman of the Pro 
visional Committee, proposing the resolution, 
stated that there was no utemployment in the 
European countries where the production of 
wheat was encouraged by the Government by 
tariffs or otherwise. If the Free State took 
up the question in earnest, all the country’s 
leather requirements could be produced in 
home tanneries within five years, 

On the subject of Irish fisheries, he said 
that last year the Free State Governme:! 


remitted fines amounting to £120,000 which | 


had been imposed on English and Scottish 
boats for illegally taking fish from Irish 
waters. 

The Free State Government was, he sai, 
tied hand and foot to the out-of-date system 
of free trade. They set up a Tariff Commis- 
sion, but it was merely a way of shelving 
any proposal to assist Irish industry. The 
Commission was biased against any form of 
protection. 

RUSSIAN COMPETITION. 

Mr. H. T. Gallagher said that the resolu- 
tion did not go far enough. Unless there 
came an early drastic change in farming con- 
ditions, the depression of the industry, bad 
as it is, would prove to be only in its 
beginning. The spearhead of the attack on 
the present conditions should be directed at 
the banks, which kept the country working 


on the financial footing of England. 


The time had come when the organised 
farmers should seriously consider the refusal 
to pay rents annuities or rates, and demand 
that they and their workers should get a 
fair living out of the land they cultivate. 
Within the next five years the competition 
from Russia would be so terrific that the 
Irish producer could not stand up against it, 
even if they had no rates or annuities to pay. 

Mr. J. J. Bergin (Athy) referred to a 
scheme that wis contemplated to connect 
up all the farming organisations and rate- 
payers and kindred associations in the Free 
State. 

Details were not disclosed, and, beyond the 
statemont that it would be worked on non- 
political lines, nothing else. was revealed.

THE TRAGEDY OF THE STEEL 
INDUSTRY. 

The British trade returns for the month 6! 
December reveal an alarming. situation in the 
iron and steel industry. The imports at 
283,000 tons were enotmously in excess of the 
exports at 169,000 tons. The significance of 
these figures will, perhaps, be even befter 
tealised. when it is pointed out that the 
roduction of steel in. the United Kingdom 
im the month of December was the lowest 
recorded for’ many vears-during.a month not 
affected by industrial dispute of a kind likely 
to hamper the production of steel. The total 
was only 337,000 tons, a production léss than 
balf the monthly average of. recent years. 
and, roughly, half the output in December of 
1929. The alarm created by this situation is 
reflected in the resolution passed on January 
15th by the Executive Committee of the 
National Federation of Iron and Steel Manu- 
facturers, urging the “‘ immediate edoption of 
some policy of the regulation of imports in 
the interest of maintaining the employment 
of the workers.” The resolution painted out 
that the output in Necember was only 30 
cent, of the production capacity of the 
industry.

WOODBROOK 
RECORD BROKEN.

WO brilliant. scores. were. returned. at 
Woodbrook ‘yesterday’ in ‘the’ 36 holes 
contest between fifty-six. members 

the Leinster Alliance for the prize presented 
by the captain, Tom Shannon. R. G. 
Duggan, of the Hermitage club, playing off 
10, had the remarkable aggregate of 144, or 
six strokes batter than bogey for the two 
rounds, to win the leading award, and Pat 
O’Connor, the Woodbrook professional, 
secured the best gross prize with 146 plus 4, 
his morning round being 71. 

Only those who played could appreciate 
the merit of such excellent scoring. The 
course probably never played better for the 
time of year, but the strong cold wind made 
the forenoon test a searchin one, and 
drenching rain towards the close of the 
struggle drove many to the shelter of the 
club-house. As a matter of fact, much of 
the scoring soared to heights rarely attained 
at these anas mentings. 

A GOLFER OF MUCH PROMISE. 

The winner, a son of Mr. R. J. Duggan, 
is one of the young hopes of Irish golf. So 
Dr. MacCormack informed me some time 
this country. With a true swing he con- 
sistently hits the ball a tremendous distance 
—almost as far as the doctor, indeed—and 
when his short game (with which there is 
little wrong) takes on the glittering polish, 
as it will with plenty of practice, he will 
ba a very fine golfer. 

This young man’s club handicap is 12— 
a rather generous allowance I would say— 
and in order to qualify for the Alliance he 
had to play off 10. On the shorter handicap 
he was level fours, and, of course, had it 
been a club competition he would have 
finished in four under fours. The pro- 
fessionals had no chance against him; for 
any of them to have won he would have had 
to do a 69 and a 70—an utterly impossible 
feat under the conditions. 


O’CONNOR’S LOSSES. 


The best golf of the day was, however, 
played by Pat O’Connor, whose 71 will stand 
as a record for the course. Moses O'Neill 
did a 68 at Woodbrock years age, but the 
course. has been considerably lengthened, 
bunkeréd and improved in the meantime; 
indeed, it is now several strokes more diffi- 
cult, Yet with ordinary luck O'Connor must 
have had an even better score. For instance, 
at the 8th (bogey 3) he was over the green 
in the rough and lost a stroke, and on in 
two at the 9th (4) he required three putts. 
To the 16th (425 yards) he reached the edge 
of the green in two, but he missed she 
chip, and only halved it in 5, and slipping 
at the short 17th he: put his mashie stroke 
out of bounds, and dropped another stroke. 

A number of new members turned out, 
and the entry. was a compliment to Shannon, 
who was the originator of the Alliance move- 
ment in this country. 

The prizes were presented by Captain L. 
J. Arnott, who proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Woodbrook Club for granting the 
Alliance the use of the course, whieh, he 
remarked, showed the great care that had 
been given to it by the Committee. Mr. W. 
Norman, the captain of the club, responded, 
and assured the Alliance that Woodbrook 
were always pleased to be able to welcome 
its members. 

Incidentally. I learned that the match, 
Leinster v. Ulster, will be played in Dublin 
in the last week of March, and that an 
effort will be. made to play it at Dollymount, 
the Ulster professionals being anxious to 
become familiar with the links, in view of 
the Irish Open Championship.

Seven of the victorious 1929 team—C. A.
